PRAGUE.—Twelve yours ago Ru- 


dolph Gajda stood stripped of his 
uniform and his powers as a general 
in (lie Czech ai'my and Europe's new- 
est democracy hailed Die action as o 
death blow at fascism. 


Today, with the newest move of 


Adolf Hitler to complete dismember- 
ment of the little republic, the name 
of Gajda is hailed again in the streets 
and there is indication that he may 
return lo power lo reverse the verdict 
of 1927. 


No story of the newest chapter in 


Czccho-Slovakia's fate could be more 
ironic than that of this man. Nor 
there a story more colorful. 


Gajda was a Moravian peasant farm- 


er's boy. But early he left the farm lo 
become a druggist's apprentice and 
froYn 
1 thai ho plunged into the grcal 


war as a soldier of the Auslro-Hun- 
garian army. But 'his allegiance lo 
the Austrians was short-lived for 
Gnjda with characteristic flair de- 
ported to the Serbian cause. Moreover 
he look hundreds of his Austrian com- 
patriots with him. 


Fought and Starved

From that day the star of young 


Gajda burned ever brighter. A grate- 
ful litllc counlry, now a republic, 
C/ccho-£lpvakia| sent him lo the 
French military school at St. Cyr. He 
won quick promotion and upon his re- 
turn to Prague was made chief of 
staff. 
» 


The war, however, hud done strange 


tilings to the thinking of General Gajclu 
and so lie was not long in his office 
as chief of staff when olhsr ambitions 
fired him. 


Was he not llic idol of the Czech le- 


gionnaires? Was lie nol the big Wan 
of the army? And was there not still 
sharp division in the politics of the new 
C/.echo-Slovakia, between the demo- 
crats and Ihe fascists? 


Well, why not make himself boss 


of the new slate, sweep aside all dif- 
ferences? After all, democracies were 
failing on every hand. Would'U not 
bo a mailer of, time until even the new 
Czech slute would fail also? 


Then and Now 


So reasoned the ambitions and fas- 


cisl-minded Gajda as early as 1925 and 
1926. 
Accordingly, one day a Czech 


Fascist party was born and Gajda was 
on his way to realize his ambition. But 
not far. 


For the Czech government was quick 


to act back in 1927 and scarcely before 
he knew what it was all about General 
Gajda was stripped of his uniform, re- 
moved from the army and ordered in- 
to reUmrtent. Democracy was tri- 
umphant. 


Practically all of Czecho-Slovakia 


applauded that action while the sullen 
Gajda went down lo disgrace. The 
whole of Europe applauded it as well 
as a "lasling" victory against fascism. 


Europe, ,of course, could not foresee 


the sweep of Hitler's ambitions.

Saturday night, the Louisiana & 


Arkansas Railway company's passengei 
train will bo hauled into Hope by the 
latest type, streamlined, Diesel-pow 
ered locomotive, which will make two 
trial runs in passenger service on the 
L. & A. between Hope and Shreveport. 


The multi-colored, streamlined Die- 


sel-electric engine is powered by two 
12-cylinder motors, each developing 
1000 horse power and this ultra-'m'odr 
em locomotive, it is claimed is far 
superior to other types of egines now 
used for rail transportation. 


The new locomotive, the only stream- 


lined Diesel engine in this part of the 
counlry, is smoother in operation, takes 
curves easier at high speeds and oper- 
ates on cheaep fuel, all of wliich gives 
it a decided advantage over Ihe present 
type of power in use. The Diesel loco- 
motive is capable of speed as high as 
127 miles per hour.

Menace Remains 


The official reports of the League of 


Nations on the world traffic in opium 
ndieate thut the number of narcotic 
addicts in the United States has fallen 
considerably during the last 10 years. 
?hus it is now estimated that there are 
ietween 35,000 and 50,000 addicts in the 
Jnitecl States, whereas estimates of 10 
years ago were from 100,000 to 150,000. 
n Canada also apparently the number 
of addicts has decreased from approx 
mately 8000 to 4000. 


Obviously all such figures are esti- 


mates since secrecy is the very life ol 
the opium trade. 
\ 


Whereas the drug traffic in the Unit- 


ed States and in Canada has decrease: 
considerably there is good evidence 
that it has not been brought unde 
control in other sections of the world, 
particularly in the east Today the 
Far East is the principal center of the 
illicit manufacture of and traffic iu 
such drugs as opium, morphine, co- 
caine and their derivatives. 


All information now points to the 


necessity for international control of 
the production of drugs and the con- 
sumption of raw opium if the illicit 
traffic is to be brought under control. 


The experts estimate that 300 tons of 


raw opium are required annually for 
the legitimate needs of the world, that 
about the sarrfe amount is required for 
the present needs of opium smoking 
monopolies, and that about 500 pounds 
are required for non-medical consump- 
tion. 


This makes a total of 11000 tons, but 


the annual production, eliminating 
Afghanistan, China, and Manchukuo, 
would seem to be 2300 tons. Moreover, 
after the amount of raw opium now 
available in stocks throughout the 
world is added, the League of Nations 
estimates a total of 
COOO tons now 


available. 


UnfOrtunatelyt science has not yet 


leveloped any substitute for opium or 
morphine which has their good effects 
n the control of pain and suffering, 
and which is yet without their bad 
effects in the form of. addiction.

In angry language such as a British 


prime minister has rarely if ever used 
in condemning another nation. Cham- 
berlain said that Germany's invasion 
of Czecho- Slovakia was in "complete 
disregard of principles laid down by 
the German government, itself."

May Not Be Closely Asso- 


ciated With Italy and 


Germany

WASHINGTON — The diplomatic 


nut which has not yet been cracked 
either here or abroad is whether 
Japan is tightly united with Germany 
and Italy in a military alliance against 
all comers or jus merely siting along 
wih them for mutual benefit.

Japan is disposed to tool along with 
he U. S. on a reasonably friendly 
jasis and only a foolish diplomat 
would think of trying to do that and 
Ight England and France at the same 
ime.
